HE twenty-fifth anniversary of the founding 
| of St. .Louis was made the occasion for 
the first popular election. Up to that time 
the city had maintained a severe moral] tone. This 
had greatly retarded its growth, and the best peo- 
tle began seriously to question the advisability 
of continuing the effort to make it a model city. 
The feeling that it should be a big’city became 
very strong. The census of 1798 showed a popula- 
tion of 925. St. Charles, a wide-open town, re- 
ported 875 inhabitants in the same census, and

THE TWO MR. CARNEGIES. é 
Speaking about malefactors of great wealth, 
there is Andrew Carnegie. Undeniably, he was 
one of the first of the ‘species. Behold him now, 
sitting high in the temple of righteousness, un- 
scathed, unctious and benevolent, promoting 
peace, rewarding heroes, befriending scholars, ad- 
vancing science and founding libraries for the en- 
couragement of fiction. 
Mr. Carnegie is something more than a brand 


plucked from the burning. He has been born 


again, if not in fact translated. The Carnegie of 


| 15 or 20 years ago looked like the Carnegie of 
| today; he had the same smug countenance and 


he was equally given to posing, but he was/a dif- 
ferent man. How was the great reformation 
brought about? 

In 1892 or thereabouts, if anyone wished to show 
his resentment toward monopolistic or undeserved 
wealth it was Mr. Carnegie who received: the shot. 
There were others, but he was the shining mark 
as Well as the frightful example. They made a 
presidential campaign against him and his system 
once and carried the day. 

Although Mr. Carnegie took his punishment pa- 
tiently for a season, he did not relish the visita- 
tion and, like _Davy Crockett’s ‘coon, he came 
down. First he dnd others organized the billion- 


{ dollar Steel Trust and then, in possession of riches 
which ovtshone the wealth of Ormus and of Ind, 


ke got out of the way and let his wicked partners 
stand in the gap. ‘ 

His ‘was a progressive rejuvenation. 
with letters for a season, he next took up art. 
Then he gave himself the airs of aristocracy and 
spent time and money on the rehabilitation of the 
Castle of Skibo, of which he became in local par- 
lance the laird. He hunted and he entertained, 
and he devoted much time to golf, - but all 
these things at length palled upon him and he 
set out with. characteristic vigor to do good. 

Beguiled:- no more by barbaric pearl and gold 
and putting behind him forever the -desire to 
accumulate, he has sought opportunities to confer 
benefactions upon his. fellow men, and so in the 
short space of 10 years the iron ‘master -who -was 
the personification of privilege and legalized greed,

| whose hired rifles figured in the tragedy of Home- 
stead and whose great possessions were univer- 


sally cited a& convincing evidence of outrageous 
oppression, stood forth wearing the halo of be- 
nevolence and the beatific smile of philanthropy. 

Old Dr. Johnson said that much may be made 
of a Scotchman if he be caught young. Mr. €ar- 
negie was not young in the sens? referred to: by 
the monarch of the London coffee houses when he 
was “caught” but that he was brought to a stand 
by the agitation against the protective tariff there 
can be little doubt. He is not yet prepared to te 
nounce his wealth in toto but he is giving it 
away as rapidly as possible. It is his pious hope 
that he will die poor, and his countrymen are do- 
ing their best to assist him in his ambition. 


From the short and simple annals of the rich 


we may sometimes learn much. In the first place 
Mr. Carnegie has had as much pleasure in dis- 
tributing his wealth as he formerly had in its 
acquisition. In the second place, by taking to 
heart the lessons that he learned when Grover 
Cleveland’s tariff reform besom was sweeping the 
country he escaped the big stick of Theodore 
Roosevelt. In the third place, he has turned ob- 
loquy into praise. 

Reasonably shrewd, fairly sly and tolerably 
tough is Andrew Carnegie, even now, but it is 
plain either that he was a more promising subject 


to work on than our later malefactors of great 4 


wealth or that the schoolmaster who attended to 
his case was more of an expert than the one who 
is now in charge. We have only to look at Mr. 
Harriman, defiant, secretive, implacable, unre- 
pentant, to prove the case. -What would Mr. 
Roosevelt give if he could effect such a reforma- 
tion in that person? 

With. the very thunderbolts of Jove ‘crashing 
all about the men who used to be hand in glove 
with him, Mr. Carnegie reposes in: security. He 
appears in public now and then to receive some 
new manifestation of popular esteem. No great 
movement for the uplifting of men is complete 
without him. When applause dies away he throws 
cut a few more millions—of United States Stee]— 
and his ears are gladdened by the response. It 
is almost impossible to believe that 15 years ago 
he was denounced in Congress and on the stump 


with greater vigor than any of his successorsehaye 


been in recent years. 
In the meantime we may as well note the fact 
that the -ystem which made both of these Mr. 


.Carnegies possible is still doing business at the

If Lincoln had depended upon Gen. Grant for 
a verbal demonstration of his fitness to com- 
mand the army, the history of the Civil War 
vould have been written differently.

In all ages men of deeds have been 
called to posts of honor when men of words only 
have usually been left in private life.

The 
speeches which he has been making «read as 
though they might have had like‘authorship. As 
ail this is in conflict with every preconceived 
opinion of the candidate, it is to be regretted 
that diffidence or subserviency to the colossus 
whom he has served with such ability should 
have led to so much self effacement on his part. 

If we‘ must have Taft for President, let us 
have Taft as he was and not Taft as he is.

Since it was the public’s own greed, haste and 
indifference that crowded the cars in the first 
place, the corporations may not be blamed ‘alto- 
gether for continuing and systematizing this 
profitable hauling arrangement. And since co- 
operation by: this same public would be neces- 
sary to restore comfortable passage not much is 
to be expected in that line immediaiely. 

There will have to be some deep change mov- 


‘ing a restraint upon the people themselves as 


well as upon those who thrive upon their haste, 
their private selfishness and public indifference, 
before radical improvement arrives even in trans- 
portation. And before the millenium comes there 
may have to be a restoration of constitutional 
as well as common law rights—which will per- 
haps involve some strolling and leisurely medi- 


tation.

Second Age—1859-1866. 


N the year 1859 the Rev. Orlando 

Harriman, after considerable dick- 

ering with a parsimonious vestry, 
engaged himself at a salary of $200 a 
year to take charge of St. John's 
Church in West Hoboken. Jt was his 
first permanent charge since leaving 
Hempstead. The pay was ssmall but 
sure, and the Rev. Mr. Harriman add- 
ea to it by filling other pulpits when- 
ever opportunity offered. : 

Although $200 a year and meager ex- 
tras furnished a poor living for the 
minister’s family, it was luxury com- 
pared to what they had endured. The 
children attended school regularly. Ed- 
ward Henry, a bright, companionable 
boy, already had slown the traits of a 
trader and managed to secure a little 
income of his own by honest toil. Self- 
denial was the cardinal precept in the 
family. Whether the harshness of the 
world in those days put any bitterness 
into the soul of KE. H. Harriman is a 
question on which his friends and en- 
emies disagree. 

The Harriman family remained in 
West Hoboken for seven years. At the 
age of 16 Edward Henry was sent for 
a two- year term to a small college, 
where the sons of ministers were edu- 
cated without price. This topped off 
his education. 


Third Age—1866-1880. 
HEN Edward had reached the age 
W of 18 his mother unexpectedly re- 
ceived a small legacy. Small as 
it was, it was a great fortune to push 
aside the burden of poverty. The Har 
rimans always had.held themselves aloof 
from charity aad sympathy in the dark 
days. In the comparative luxury that 
came with the legaty they became a lit- 

tle more cuisontel: 

As for Kdward Henry Harriman, his 
education "as complete. He wanted no 
With the instinct of 


annexing the money of others, he went 
into the center of money—Wall street. 

A Student of Jay-Gould and Fish. 

Through family-influence he secured 
a place as a.clerk in a broker's office. 
He was a slight, thin boy with an -ab- 
normally high, bulging forehead, a co- 
rtock of self assurance and a 
nati®a habit. of industry.. His pecullar 
brain omprehended at a glance prob- 
lefns tat other boys. of his age might 
study a’ lifetime, without mastering. He 
was born fér Wall street.’ Naturally he 
advanced. 

He looked out for the interests of his 
employers, and looked out for his own 
interests at. the same time. In four 
years he had accumulated sufficient 
money to.pay for a seat on the Stock 
Exchange and he became a floor trader 
on Aug. 13, 1870.

H. Harriman was a busy young man.

speculators and he profited by them. He 
studied the methods of Jay Gould and 
Jim Fisk, who secured control of rail- 
roads tO wreck them, and he ventured 
into small railroad deals on his own ac- 
eount.

Ousts His Friend Fish, 


Away back in 1883 Harriman got his 
first finger nail grip and toc hold in LI- 
‘nois Central. He was materially aided 
by his friend, Stuyvesant Fish, whom 
he has since forced out of the presi- 
dency of the road. Fish also helped him 
‘n finding the way to the _ bursting 
strong. boxes of the big New York life 
insurance companies, particularly the 
Mutual and the Equitable, which were 
teginning, under the brilliant, unscrup- 
ulous management of a few born finan- 
ciers. to exert. a powerful influence, 

Harriman, farseeing, and optimistic, 
sensed the great prosperity that was 
Yto come. to the railroads from the 
growth of the country; He began to 
make a specialty of railroads. He stud- 
izd them from ‘every angie, ‘operative 
and financial, until he became proba- 
biy the best posted railroad man in the 
country. 

The great EaStern trunk lines were 
senerally in the hands of men who 
wanted them for their own uses. Har- 
riman, looking westward, saw the pos- 
eibilities in, the great Pacific systems. 
Union and Southern, stretching from 
the Mississippi Valley to the Western 
coust of the United States. 

These immense railroad properties, 
conceived in wraft and reared in politi- 
cal corruption, were in a badly tangled 
condition. Harriman spent years in 
perfecting his plans to get control of 
them. Meantime, he allied himself 
with the Standard Oil interésts and 
made vast sums of money.s He was 
flways a littie in advance of the time— 
just far efiough in advance to have an 
advantage over those who could no: 
see beyond their surroundings. 

In the late 90s Harriman got ready to 
e»xbble up all the railroad lines west 
of the Missouri River, with other lines 
in the Mississippi Valley and Great 
Lake regions as feeders. He- had in 
view a railroad system stretching from 
coast to coast, with side connections so 
placed as to make him the dominant 
power in the railroad business of the 
United States. He had formed connec- 
ticns that placed at his command al- 
most unlimited millions of dollars. 
Among his close friends and pupils was 
James Hazen Hyde, the young son of 
the founder of the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society.

“For 25 years the secret 
has been locked in my breast, but it 
was well known to others and IF have 
wondered when it would become 
known,” . 

In those days Dr. Rockefeller, fatlier 
of John D. Rockefeller, was going un- 
der the name of Dr. William Leving- 
ston. To a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch Dr. Johnston told of his relations 
with Dr. Levingston aya of how he 
knew that he was Dr. Rockefeller, fa- 
ther of the riches? man on earth. 

"In 1853, when: I was .a baby, Dr. 
Rockefeller, even then pasing under the 
name of Dr. Levingston, cured my 
mother of a serious illness,” said Dr. 
Johnston. We lived in the village of 
Niagara, Canada, and Dr. Levingston 
Wasa trav eling doctor in all the coun- 
try thereabout. He was not a graduate 
of @ny colleges He had not studied 

medicine in any college. But he was 


He had great fame in Canada and 
Northern New York. He had to be 
constantly on the move because he had 
no diploma and no license to practice 
mediciie and wherever he stayed for 
any tength ef time the reguiar physi- 
clans got the officers of the law after 
him. 

“I suppose that was one of the rea- 
sons why he assumed a name. At any 
rate, no one in Niagara suspected that 
he had any other name. 


Rockefeller Cured Him. 


“When I grew to young manhood I 
went to Arkansa’s and there I contract- 
ed a fever and went North to Wiscon- 
sin. There I met Dr. Rockefeller, alias. 
ievingston. I had heard much of his 
skill ang I put myself in his hands and 
he cured me. He took a jiking .to me 
and induced me to go along with him 
and learn the art of healing. In spite 
of his friendship and his liking for me 
he made me pay him $1000 for my tul- 
tion, which illistrates bis shrewdness 
as a bargain driver and his love of 
money. 

“John D. Rockefeller inherited his 
shrewdness and love of money from his 
father. The old man had a passion for 
money that amounted almost to a craze. 
I never met a man who had such a love 
of money... 

Became His Student, 


“It was In 1874 that I paid him the 
.$1000 and became his” student and as- 
sistant. He was living then in Free- 
port, Ill, as Dr. William Levingston. 
and he never posed under any other 
name thereafter. His wife, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Allen Livingston, living ‘yet in 
Freeport, Was one of the sweetest wom- 
en I ever knew, I did not know until! 
years afterward that he had two wiv es, 
one the mother of John ‘D. Rockefeller. 
She lived In Cleveland, oO. 

“Dr. Levingston and I traveled over 
all the West, through Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin; Minnesota, the Dakotas, Iowa, Ne- 
braska and Kansas. It is not true that 
he sold medicines In the street: He had 
& fine team of horses, the best that 
money could buy, and a fine carriage, 
in which we drove from town-to town. 

“He would have.a string of eight or 
ten towns at once. He would drive into 
a town, scatter handbills in which the 
great’ Dr. Levingston asserted that he) 
could eure all diseases, and we would 


have wn suite of rooms at the best hotel, F

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clan. In all cases of common ailments 
he could detect the cause almost at a 
giance, This and his benign counte- 
nance and dignified commanding pres- 
ence, inspired instant confidence in his 
patients, and that helped in his cures. 
He was very successful and made re- 
markable cures. — 

“He made a great deal of money. He 
often’ took in $200 in a day, and if he 
took only $100 he thought it a poor 
day’s business. 


“I was with him almost all the time 
for 12 years, from -1874 to 1886, and 1 
can truly say that the old gentleman 
was kind to me, except that I think 
now he took advantage of my youth 
and inexperience and overreached me 
in all money dealings I had with him. 
We parted when I decided to go to col- 
lege and get a medical education and 
a diploma, He was very indignant at 
that. He declared that a college educa- 
tion wou'd spoil me, and that his was 
the only method of curing diseases. But 
our friendship continued through all the 
years afterward, we corresponded regu- 
larly, he came often to Chicago to see 
me, he gave me his gold-headed cane, 
which he carried for the greater part 
of his life, and I have his violin, which 
was the pride and solace of his old 
age. 

Kept His Secret. 


“In return for his kindness I have 
kept faithfully through all these years 
the secret of his double life, his double 
marriage and that his name was not 
Levingston but Rockefeller, and. that he 
was the father of the oil king. I tel] it 
now only for self-protection and _  be- 
cause the Post-Dispatch’ has already 
printed the proofs of his identity and 
real mame. It has been said that he 
and I sold medicine in the street.. To 
deny that I talk now. Let me show 
you the old gentleman's cane and violm 
and some of his correspondence.” 


Dr. Johnston went to another room 
and brought out the cane and violin. 
The violin was a rare old instrument of 
seasoned wood and rich: tone. 

History of the Violin. : 

“That,’’ said Dr. Johnston, ‘is the jn- 
strument that sang solace and comfort 
into the soul of old Dr. Rockefeller for 
the past 60 years of his life. He told me 
how he got it, which iliustrates again 
his shrewdness. In some town in New 
York State a violin virtuoso became 
drink and was fined $100, and. as he had 
no money, he was put in Jail to serve 
it out at the rate of $1 a day. He of- 
fered to sell the violin for $100, and, as 
the Sheriff knew that Dr. Levingson was 
a violinist, he sent for him. But the 
doctor would not pay ’the full $100. He 
waited until! the man had only 6 days 
to serve and then he paid the balance of 
$65 due on the fine, took the violin and 
the man Wag released. 

“When he became too old and gouty 
to play it I wrote and asked him to give 
it to me as a remembrance of him. He 
wrote back that he would give it to*me 
for’ $20, and expatiated at Sreat length 
upon its excellence ; another example of 
his shrewdness, [ gave him the $20. 

Identity Suspected, 

“I Knew from the first that there was 
some deep mystery in his life. | s00n 
saw that. But it was several years be- 
fore I suspected that he was Rockefel- 
ler, and it was several years more be- 
fore he acknowledged to me that his 
hame was William A. Rockefeller and 
that John D. Rockefeller was his son. 

“The thing that first aroused my sus- 
Picion was that he was continually talk- 
ing about his connection with the Stand- 
ard OH enterprises, about his intimate 
acquaintance with John D. Rockefeller 
and about old man Davison, whom !

Visits to Cleveland. 

“In all the years I was.with him the 
old man went twice a year to Cleve-. 
land, O., and stayed a week or two. He 
told me he went there to look after his 
money invested with John D. Rockefel- 
ler, and he would tell me wonderful 
stories of John D.’s shrewdness and 
great wealth. Once, while he was in 
Cleveland, he sent me a sole leather 
trunk, which I have yet, and he wrote 
me many letters from there.”’ 

Dr. Johnston showed several of these 
letters, postmarked Cleveland, 0., and 

gned William Levingston, M. D. 

“TJ first learned positively that Dr. 
Levingston was Dr. Rockefeller when 
he was injured upon the ranch in North 
Dakota» and thought he was going to 
die. You know that he and I went to 
North Dakota together in 1881 and took 
up adjoining homestead claims where 
the town.of Park River fs. We were 
butiding ‘a shed for a cattle shelter f 
and in lifting a heavy log he strained 
himself. He was an old man then and 
he thought he had ruptured an intes- 
tine. The pain was great and he 
thought he was dying. i asked him if 
I should send for his wife, Mrs. Lev- 
ingston, if he should die, and he said: 


Didn’t Want Wife Told. 


‘When he got weil I told him [I knew 

***No, you notify John.D. Rockefel- 
ler, but be very careful and let no one 
else know it.’ 
he was John D. Rockefeller’s father. At 
first he denied it and then We said it 
was true. He iold me that’ the reason 
he kept it secret was that he found it 
necessary in his younger days to as- 
sume a name because he was practic- 
ing medicine wkhout license, he might 
be arrested any time, and he did not 
wish to disgrace the name of Rocke- 
feller because of his children. He stuck 
to the name later, he said, because it 
was then too late to honorably take his 
right name. I asked him why he wished 
John D. and not his wife notified of his 
death. He said: 

No Money for Allens. 

‘*T don't want the Allens to get any 
more of my monev than I can help.’ 
His wife was an Allen. He often told 
me that the Allens should not have his 
money. I1 often wonder what became 
of his wealth for I know he had several! 
hundred thousand. He had a habit. of 
carrying big sums with him. I have 
seen him often with $5000 and more in 
his pocket. 

“He had a fine set of costly guns, 
wWwi3 a great marksman and hunter and 
would lie all day on his stomach on a 
blanket on frozen ground to get a shot 
at a wild goose. We were shooting 
geese once in a cornfield near Columbuz, 
Neb. Corn was so low in price that 
year that it did not pay to haul it to 
and it was left on the ear in 
the standing stalks in the-field. The 
corn was sound and good and he built 
big cribs and bought 50,000 bushels of 
that corn for 5 and 8 cents a bushel 
and stored it in the erfbs. The next 
summer the grasshoppers came and de- 
yvoured the crops and he sold that corn 
for @ cents a bushel. He made a profit 
of $30,0 on that one-deal.

“You remember that “hee Ida Tarbell, 
in her story in MecCilure’s, tells how 
William A. Rockefeller: went’ to.a vil- 
lagwe in New York in his young days and 
pretended to be a deaf and dumb peddler 
so as to ~ . all the secrets of the 
neighborhood. — Dr. Levingston told me 


that ‘story long before Miss Tarbell 
heard it. He used to laugh heartily 
about it. 

John D.’s Boyhood. 

“He used to laugh at another story he 
tcld of when John D. was a boy and he 
was walking with him along the shore 
of Lake Erie. They came to a boy fish- 
ing and Jorn D. assumed a dignifiec air 
and asked: ‘Would you have any ob- 
fection if we caught a few fish here? 
nthe boy answered, ‘No, I don't care.’ 
John D. thought it was funny that 4 
bey would give him permission to fish 
in Lake Erte. 

“T know that the old man Was e€X- 
ceedingly proud of John D. He never 
tired of boasting to me of John D.'s 
cleverness and of how he was too smart 
for any of his competitors in business. 
I saw where Frank Rockefeller said 
in an interview that his father hated 
John D. and was hiding from him. That 
is not true. He and John D. were very 
close. 

Had No Bad Habits. 

“The old man never drank or smoked, 
and while I was with him he never ran 
with women, but he never lost his ad- 
miration for them. They say he was 
immoral in his younger days, but I 
never saw any of it. He was all busi- 
ness and his mind was centered on the 
almighty dollar. He had great pride 
in the matter of personal appearance, 
always wore the very finest clothes and 
drove the best hofses. 

‘He told me once all about John D.’s 
courtship and marriage. Another man 
was paying court to the same woman 
at the same time and he was ‘good 
at making love, but John D. wanted 
to marry her, so he went to her one 
day and proposed in a businesslike way, 
just like he would make a business prop- 
osition. She aceepted him in the same 
businesslike way. John D.'s father 
thought that was great. He told me, 
too, all about building the brick house 
in Cleveland, in which the Rockefeller 
family lived when they first moved 
there. 

‘Should Ackuewleége Father. 

“Old Dr. Rockefeller had many good 
qualities and I never knew him to do 
anything wrong unless it was to al- 
ways try to get the best end of a busi- 
ness deal. I learned from him many 
of the business principles that have 
helped me to success in lifé I think 
it is time that John D. Rockefeller and 


his brothers should acknowlédge him 
as their father, because all the world 
knows it ‘now.’ 

Dr. Johnston is well remem bered in

NEW YORK, Feb. 29.-—This. city {s 
breaking records in attendance at opera, 
and despite talk of hard times, is on 
the way to spending more money for 
this form of entertainment this season 
than ever before. 

Before the end of the season in April 
there will have been spent for seats at 
the Metropolitan and the Manhattan 
opera houses the sum of §$2,075,000,. the 
figures being based on the present :ratio. 
This is $25,000 more than was spent last 
year and sets the high-water mark in 
the history of opera attendance any- 
where in the world. 

*To the present time the total amount 
taken in both organizations runs to 
more than $1,500,000. Last season the 
Metropolitan company established a new 
figure with $1,006,570.20 received from all

Investigators have been’ puzzled in 
seeking to reconcile this record with the 
krown facts in the woman's life, but 
this is what is inscribed on the marble 
slab: 

Tombstone Tells Tale. 

“June Southern, died July 21, 1899, 
owed 2 years, 7 months and 2% days. To 
the memory of our baby, June.” 

Up to the time of her departure from 
Portsmouth the events tn the life of 
the country-bred girl ware unfortunate 
ad perhaps unlovely. They are valu- 
able solely as affording contrasts %0 the 
heights to which she climbed later. 

M. Gordon, in behalf of Paul Roy, is 
now engaged in establishing the activi- 
tles of beautiful Lillian Carkins South- 
ern from the time she arrived in Paris 
in 1896 or 1897. The search is being con- 
ducted in the Latin quarter and other 
precincts of Paris where gayety reigns 
and identities are of little importance. 

In the late '90s the boulevards heard 
of an American girt who called herself 
Glacia Calla, and who was credited 
with dazzling beauty. There was con- 
siderable uncertainty concerning her 
social status. It was safd in her fayor 
that introductions were difficult to se- 
cure. 

Enter the Baroness. 


She was chaperone@l by an elderly 
women known as the Baronees von 
Orendorf, who had the entre to good 
society in Paris, was rich, and who 
claimed that her deceased husband had 
been a member of the German diplo- 
matic corps. 

The Almanac de Getha contained no 
record of a Baron von Orendorf, and 
the Baroness’ statements that she was 
originally a Miss Bohrer of Virginia, 
whose father and grandfather had been 
officers in the United States Navy, 
were not substantiated by records. 
‘The Baroness and her beautiful ward 
opened a house at 3 Rue Hamelin, 
which rents for $1300 a year. Fhey came 
to the notice of the Ameri colony in 
the autumn of 1902. The Baroness pre- 
sented Glacia Calla to several Amert- 
cans in the palm room of the Hotel Con- 
tinental, stating that the girl was study- 
ing music in Paris with the best teach- 
ers. 

The Americans were so impressed by 
the beauty and vivacity of the girl that 
they took the trouble to make inquiries 
and learned that Glacia Calla was a pu 
pil of ‘Mme. Marchesi, a worid-cele- 
brated teacher of singing. 

Cevered With Jewels. 


‘“T remember Glacia Calla distinctly,’’ 
Mme. Marchesi said a few days ago. 
“She wore extravagant costumes and 
She 
constantly pressed me to come to par- 
ties she gave, but I refused. She had 
a fair voice, but would not devote her- 
self seriously to her studies.’ 

Several brilliant musicals were held 
in the house In Rue Hamelin and among 
the guests were men and women of ex- 
cellent social standing. The Baroness 
and her ward appeared several times at 
receptions held in the home of Consul- 
General and Mrs. Gowdy. Her.fame as 
a beauty was spreading. 

She was demure, engaging, cultured. 
Her cirele of rich admirers increased in 
numbers. 

“American Beauty” in Salon. 


A tribute to her popularity came when 
her portrait, painted by Jobert, received 
place of honor in the salon of 1993. 
T portrait was entitled, “The Ameri- 
can Beauty.’’* Paris studied it enrap- 
tured and turned away to secure an in- 
troduction to the original. Glacia Calla 
enjoyed a quasi-triumph. 

Col. Henry Mapleson, an American im- 
Presario, knew Glacia Calla in Paris in 
her heydey.. He met her one day and 
admired a magnificent necklace of 
pearls which she wore. He learned that 
the pearls were a gift from the Shah of 
Persia. 

Glacia Cala had apartments in the 
Elysee Palace Hotel for a time, and 
while there the Shah arrived. He had 
a habit of roaming through the corrt- 
dors between the rooms and met the 
beautiful American on one of these 
jaunts, She went to Contre Deville ana 
the Shah followed, madly in love with 
her. 

When she returned to Parts the Shah 
was figuratively at her ‘heels. He. of. 
fered her egfiess jewels and other 
toundless wealth and promised to make 
her the first Gultana if she would ac- 
company him to Persia, - 

She coquetted with him for a time, ‘ac- 
cepted the rope of pearls and other jew- 





ele and sent him on his way. 
Anether ardent admirer was the Baron 
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de Peynac, of a distinguished family. He 
gained an introduction to Glacia Calla 
through M. Jobert, and _ thereafter 
was her escort in the fashionable places 
of Paris. Her appearance with Baron 
Peynac increased her prestige. 

The Baroness von Orendorf guided 
her ward in the courtship, and Baron 
Peynac was overjoyed when Glacia 
Calla promised him her hand. 

At this time, a brief dispatch from 
Portsmouth, N. H., crept into Paris pa- 
pers. It stated that Calla was not the 
patronymic of a distinguished American 
family, and that ‘‘La Belle Americaine’”’ 
was a chorus girl with an an par ertEne 
past. 

Pari still remembers the sensation 
which, followed the publication of the 
dispatch. Those who had worshipped 
at Glacia Calla’s shrine could not recall 
thereafter that they had received her 
in their homes and enjoyed her enter- 
tainments in the Rue Hamelin. Men 
and women more brave laughed heart- 
ily. 

The Cakewalk Debut. 


“They retold the story of a dance 
given by the Baroness von Orendorf at 
which a ‘cake walk’ was introduced for 
the, first time in Paris. During the 
height of the merrymaking a supposed- 
ly Erromene necklace fell from the Ba- 
roness’ neck. The guests’ scurried 
around to recover the scattered “‘gems.”’ 
An opportunity for close inspection was 
thus afforded, and the story went the 
rounds—that the diamonds were paste. 

Glacia Calla remained for a time in 
Paris, and her supply of money seemed 
inexhaustible. She entered her horses 
in the shows of France and Holland, 
and won many blue ribbons. She was 
hailed as one of the most expert women 
whips in Europe. But she no longer 
attended the formal receptions in the 
world of high social standing. The 
house tn the Rue Hamelin was closed. 

Paris next heard that Glacia Calla 
was established in the Blanc Castle, an 
estate at Etratet, formerly owned by 
Col. Mapleson. She drove up to the en- 
trance gates of the estate three years 
ago and asked to see the preperty, 
which had been advertised for sale. 

She introduced herself as Mrs. Sergius 
and the young man who accompanied 
her as Paul Sergius, her husband. 

Son of Leading Horseman. 

Col. Mapleson met Sergius later and 
recognized him as Paul Roy, a son of 
one of the most prominent horsemen in 
Glacia Calla purchased Blanc 
Castle, paying $10,000 in cash. Subse- 
quently, Col. Mapleson heard her sing 
and made a contract with her te star in 
opera. She postponed her appearance 
and eventually was released from the 


France. 


contract. 
Glacia-Calla returned to America two 


years ago, accompanied by the Baron- 
ess Von Orendorf, and appeared in Sar- 
atoga at the height of the summer sea- 
son. News of the breaking eff ef her 
engagement had not reached this coun- 
try and she posed as the fiancee of 
Baron Peynac. 

She was feted at Saratoga and later 
at Palm Beach. Since a year ago she 
has passed most of her time abroad. 

Oscar Hammerstein met her last sea- 
son in Milan, and was so impressed with 
the dramatic qualities of her voice that 
he suggested an engagement at the 
Manhattan Opera House. Negotiations, 
however, never took tangible shape. 

Following her departure from Paris 
about two years ago,\ Paul Roy let It 
be understood that his infatuation for 
her was a thing of the past. She ap- 


neared unexpected in Paris last August, 


met Roy and again he declared his love. 
~ rarried Roy in Boston. 

They came to America and were mar- 
ried in Boston on Oct, 7 last. 
they went to Glacia Calla’s country res- 
idence at Bayside, near Newington.

she was at home Glacia Calla made ev- 
ery effort to be received in the homes 
of those socially prominent in Newing- 
ton. One of her first efforts was to 
seek a position in the village choir. In 
this she succeeded. easily. Newington 
had never dared hope to hear a singer 
trained in Paris, and the villagers 
crowded the ohurch every Sunday 
morning she sang. 

Almost every week she had a score or 
more of children at her home and per- 
mitted them te romp over her spacious 
lawns at will. She regaled them with 
dinners such as they had never tasted, 
and when they departed each carried a 
iittle favor, imported from Paris. 

‘At Christmas Glacia Calla provided 
a present for every neighbor within a 
mile of her home. The day before 
Christmas she entered the store of a 
local provision dealer to buy her Yule- 
tide feast. 


Sends Turkey to Pastor. 

“Before you take the order for my 
home,” she‘said, “I want you to pick 
eut the biggest, choicest turkey and 
send it with all the other provisions 
necessary for a Christmas dinner te our 
old minister at Newington. Make out 
the bill now and I will pay it.’ 

Glacia Calla paid all her bills regu- 
arly until recently. The villagers say 
that she has come to the end ef her 
‘emesuepabian because storekeepers of New- 
ington tell'of small bills which are un- 
paid.

WASHINGTON eb. 29.—Some light 
‘s shed on the identity of the mys- 
tcrious Baroness Von Orendorf, said 
to have acted as chaperon of 
the equally mystifying Glacia Calla, 
in many cities on both sides of the At- 
lantic, by Mrs. George W. Albright of 
New York, now the guest at the Riggs 
Hiotel. 

Mrs. Albright, who claims to have 
met the ‘“‘Baroness”’ and her beautiful 
charge in Paris, Saratoga and New 
York, thinks she is the game person 
whose address is given in the city di- 
rectory as 1410 Twentieth street, N. W. 
Baroness A. B. Von Orendorf, as the 

‘rectory. gives her name, is said to 
have jived at her present address for 
scme time and to have formerly occu- 
pled a house at 2000 S street. Rorhrer 
Vpn Orendorf, lawyer, with effices in 
the Colorado Building, whose address 
iz identical with that of the Baroness, 
is said to be her son. 

Since the tragedy in connection with 
which Glacia Calla achieved notoriety 
became public, the Baroness has been 
inaccessible, and to all inquiries fer 
her whereabouts the caretaker re- 
sponds that she is out ef tewn. 

Mrs. Albright credits the Baroness 
Orendorf of her acquaintance with the 
possession of uncommen social talents. 

Had the Social Stamp. 

“When I first mét Baroness Von Oren- 
uorf in Paris four or five years aego,”’ 
said Mrs. Albright, “she was a guest 
at the same hotel. When I met her 
again the next season she was chaper- 
oning Glacia Calla, and also introduced 
me to a Miss Johnstone, who was in 
her charge. The Baroness was possessed 
of limitless savoir faire and had all the 
arts of a successful society woman at 
her finger tips. She certainly sseemed 
to the manner born. Her charming 
personality attracted people very strong- 
ly and when she told me of her social 
successes in Paris that season I had 
no reason to doubt her word. The even- 
ing of the very day that I arrived ‘tn 
Paris she asked me to dine with her 
in the hotel, the Palais Elysee. 

“Her beautiful ward, Glacia Calla, 
was, as I recall her, a most charming 
girl. She told me that she was study- 
ing vocal music with the hope of going 
upon the stage. Her mother, she sald, 
objected so strongly to. her becoming 
a professional singer that she was 
tempted to abandon her idea of a stage 
career. ‘ 

Grand Vizier Infatuated. 

“At the Palais Elysee, the Baroness 
introduced me to the suite of the Shah 
of Persia, who were dining there. I 
know that it was not the Shah of Per- 
sia as has been stated, but his Grand 
Vizier, who was so desperately infatu- 
ated with Glacia Calla. The Oriental 
showed his admiration for the gir! in 
every way, but the Baroness treated 
the matter lightly. 

‘“‘Among the presents which the Grand 
Vizier showered upon Miss Calla was a 
handsome pearl necklace. Not a day 
passed without his sending her some 
substantial tribute of his affection. 
There were wonderful jeweled fans, 
brooches and trinkets tnnumerable. The 
zrand Vizier made no secret of the fact 
that he hoped to add Miss Calla to the 
list of his wives. She asked me one 
day if I saw any impropriety in her ac- 
cepting his gifts and I told her that I 
did not. She was, of urse, repre- 
senting herself to *be unrfarried and I 
am sure that the Baroness’ believed her. 

“In company with the Baroness, Miss 
Call and Miss Johnstone, I frequently 
dined with the Shah's suite at the Palais 
Elysee and we received many attentions 
from the Orientals. The suite included 
some of the most intelligent men I have 
ever known. They were for the most 
part professional men and highly cul- 
tured. It was only on rare occasions 
that the Shah henored us with his pres- 
ence. , 

Miss Calla Sang. 

‘Miss Calla, who had a very pretty 
voice, was obliging and frequently en- 
tertained us at these little luncheons by 
singing. She called the Baroness ‘Aust,’ 
but I never heard the elder woman in- 
troduce the younger as her niece and I 
supposed that the tle which bound them 
was certainly a@ sentimental one and 
that the Baroness was chaperoning her 
as a favor to a lady with whom Miss 
Calla was traveling who had been 
obliged to return to America. 

“The Baroness’s right to her title was 
never called into question on the Conti- 
nent. She tola me the story of how 
je came to beara title. Her story was 
nerally credited in Europe. She was 
born, she said, in Prince George's Coyn- 
ty, Maryland, and Was married to Vor, 
Orendorf, a nephew of Baron Von Or- 
endorf, who received an allowance which 
was later stopped by the Baron. At 
that time the present Baroness wag 
known simply as “Mrs. Von Orendort’ 
After her husband died she went to 
Germany hoping to induce Baron Von 
Orendorf to continue the allowance ty 
her son, Rohrer. 

Married Father-in-Law. 
“The resourcefulness of the Baroness 
is shown by the fact that she not only 
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but that the aged and paralyzed Baron 
Von Orendorf fell so much in love with 
her that he insisted on marrying her. 
He lived but a’ year after the marriage. | 
On her return to Amelea, former 
friends of ‘Mrs. Orendorf’ , were in- 
clined to be skepticar as to her right 
to be called ‘Baroness.’ 

“The property which belonged te Bar- 
oness Von Orendorf’s mother is located 
at Linden, Md., where Baroness Von Or- 
endorf still has a cottage and has en- 
tertained extensively. Her son, Rohrer, 
is of a distinctively German type. 

“While I was ih Paris Glacia Calla 
was receiving the attentions of many 
men. Among them was a Marquis and 
W. C. Whitney. Thé Baroness ap- 
peared v anxious that Mr. Whitney 
should marry the original of Jobart’s 
‘American Beauty.’ The fascinating 
Baroness never falled wherever she 
went to surround herself with the lead- 
ers in the social set. 


Met Later in Saratoga. 
vn year or two after I left her in 


Paris I met her in Saratoga, where she 
was stopping at the United States Ho- 
tei and still chaperoning Glacia Calla. 
I know, however, that the Baroness 
tad had nothing to do with Miss Calla 
for the past two years. I met. the 
Baroness on another occasion at the 
Waldorf-Astoria.” hee 

Mrs. John O’Laughlin, who keeps™a. 
Loarding house at 326 Maryland avenue, 
Northeast, says she is a sister of Ba- 
roness Von Orendorf, but that she 
knows little of the latter’s movements. 

“I think this’ must be some terrible 
mistake which connects my sister’s name. 
with this affair,”’ she said tonight. “I 
see little of my sister and I know very 
few of her friends. I never even heard 
of Glacia Calla or any of the other 
people whose names have been used in 
this connection. My daughter, Mrs. Lu- 
cinda McLean, who lives with me, is 
the Baroness Orendorf’s only niece. My 
sister has lived in this city some years 
now and I understand she has many 
friends. 1 don’t know her present 
whereabouts. I do not believe that she 
is here in the city as some have assert- 
ed, nor my nephew either.‘ I believe 
he is with his mother.” 


PAT GARRETT

iff’'s posse had been wounded, two out- 
laws of Bill’s gang killed and several 
injured, Garrett captured the “Kid”’ 
asleep, and McCarthy was tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged. 
When senténce was pronounced he de- 
clared there were three more men he 
would kill before he died. One of these, 
said, was Gov. Wallace. 

Three days before the date set for 
Bill's execution he turned on his three 
guards, seized the ball attached to his 
leg and brained one of them, grasping 
the dying guard’s revolver, he com- 
pelled one of the ether two to rid him 
of his shackles and secured the keys 
to his cell. 

Billy marched to the prison office and 
compelled the jailer te open_the outer 
doors, and mounting a horse fie fled to 
the mountains. Meanwhile the young 
outlaw had disarmed all the jail attach-* 
es and locked their pistolsin the pris- 
on. 








How the Kid Died. 

Sheriff Garrett immediately returned 
to Las Vegas and organized a band of 
gun fighters. For several weeks he fol- 
lowed Billy’s trail, but without results. 
The posse was disbanded and Garrett 
took up the chase alone. The Sheriff 
learned that Billy had returned to Max- 
well’s ranch, where his Mexican sweet- 
heart lived. 

He lay in wait. After a while Mc- 
Carthy walked in. The moonlight was 
streaming over him. He peered into the 
darkness and saw the dim outlines of 
Garrett. McCarthy reachéd for his pia- 
tols, “Crack"’ went Garrett's pistol, and 
the “Kid” dropped dead in his tracks. 

He was buried just outside the ceme- 
tery at the military post with a wooden 
slab as a headstone, that long since 
has rotted away. The inscription there- 
on in pencil, written by a seldijer at the 
post, bore only thése words: “Here lics 
Billy, the Kid, he get 21, but Pat got 
him.” 

Elected Sheriff in 1880, 

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Feb. 23.— 
Pat Garrett, the sotertous gun fighter 
who was shot and killed today near Las 
Cruces, first appeared in New Mexico 
in about 1878, and went to Lincoln 
County, where he quietly engaged in 
ranching and cattle raising. He soon 
gained a reputation as a cowboy and 
in 1880 he was elected sheriff of Lincoln 
County. 

One year later, after having been the 
principal in a dozen exciting fights and 
adventures, he shot and killed the fa- 
mous boy outlaw, “Billy The Kid.” 

Later Garrett moved to Dona Ana 
County, where he served two terms as 
sheriff. 


Was Captain of Rangers. 
Garrett was later a Captain of rang- 


ers in Texas and did much to help out 
the reputation for fearlessness which 
the Texas Rangers then had. 

Garrett was a personal friend ef Pres- 
ident Rcosevelt, and Gov. Curry of New 
Mexico. President Roosevelt appointed 
him Collector of Customs at El Paso, 
which position he held a couple of years. 
He tired of the monotony of the life 
and went back to yanching and mining 
in Dona Ana County.

TO ATTACK ITS BOND 





Official Says Specifications 
Make His Patent Process 
Necessary. 





The St. Louis Extractor and Reduic- 
tion Co., whose officials say they were 
given to understand that the Board of 
Public Improvements would award them 
the 10-year contract to reduce the city 
garbage, will now attempt to prevent 
the confirmation by the City Council of 
the $50,000 bond made by the Standard 
Reduction and Chemical Co., the suc- 
cessful bidder. 

Charles S. Wheelwright, president ci 
the St. Louis Extractor and Reduction 
Co. and also of the American Extractor 
Co., says he was promised last Mon- 
day by President O’Reilly of the Board 
of Public Improvements, Harbor Com- 
missioner Whyte, Water Commissioner 
Adkins and Sewer Commissiorier Fard- 
well that the contract would not be let 
Tuesday. 

Ther he says, for some reason un- 
known to him the board awarded the 
contract to the Standard company. 

A Patented Precess. 

Wheelwright says the St. Louis Ex- 
tractor and Reduction Co. is the only 
concern in the United States that can 
carry eu the specifications of the Board 
of Public Improvements, which require 
that the garbage shall be reduced by 
‘‘a confined and continuous process.’’ 

Wcelwright says he has a patent on 
this process, and that members of the 
board led him te believe his system was 
the one wanted here. The bid of the 
Extractor Co. was $1.40 a ton higher 
than that of the Standard, which got the 
contract for 27 cents a ton. 

Former Street Commissioner Valliant, 
Harbor Commissioner Whyte and Sewer 
Commissioner Fardwell visited one of 
the plants of the American Extractor 
Co. at New Bedford, Mass., and re- 
ported that the system was the best in 
existence. 

Mr. Whyte made several subsequent 
visits alone to the New Bedford plant. 
Following these visits, representatives of 
the company came to St. Louis and toek 
options on a site for a plant, 

Would Bid Lower Now. 

The representatives of the’ company 
seemed certain they would get the con- 
tract> Now they charge, in the lan- 
guage of a member of the House of 
Delegates, that they have been ‘“‘dou- 
ble-crossed.”’

The plans of the Board of Public Im- 
provements and the St. Louis Extractor 
and Reduction Co. seem to have been 
laid without the knowledge that the 
Standard Reduction and Chemical Ce. 
would come in with a bid so much low- 
er that it could not be rejected. The 
specifications for the plant were written 
after the members of the Board visited 
the New Bedford plant where the ‘‘con- 
fined and continuous process’’ is in use. 

Representatives of the company came 
to St. Louis and went to work just as 
though they had the contract signed. 
sealed and delivered, and the bid they 
put in ws by far the highest of any 
submitted. 

Every possible scheme to have the bid 
of the Standard company rejected has 
been resorted to. Wheelwright has had 
experts examine the plans of the 
Standard plant and they have written 
derogatory reports. One of the experts 
saves: 

An “Expert's” View. 

“T wish to state that the cost of re- 
duction of garbage delivered at plant 
seldom falls below $1.40 a ton, and when 
it does it is to thedetriment of the mar- 
ket value of the tankage and to the 
quantity of grease extracted. The bid 
price of 27 cents a ton is a gross ab- 
surdity and shows an absolute lack of 
knowledge of conditions and value of 
by-products.’ ? 

The other expert makes an equally 
disparaging report. It is by means of 
these reports that Wheelwright expects 
to get the Council to Knock out the 
Standard’s bond. Failing te accemplish 
his purpose in the Council, he says he 
will go to the courts.

Man Writes About. Ap- 
proaching End. 


BUTLER, Pa., Feb. 29.—After writing 
a series of notes on his approaching 
end, Charles H. Shively, real estate 
agent, who had just lost his money, 
i.aled himself last night. 
What appears to have been the first 
note written reads as follows: 
“I an& fot enjoying myself here and 
therefore have determined to enter the 
eternal sleep of death.”’ 
The next letter was dated 1:40 a. m., 
Thursday, and reads as follows: 
Plays His Banjo. 

“I have just taken a shave and set 
the time for my taking off. I will fill 
in the time picking the banjo. I view 
with the utmost tranquillity my ap- 
proaching end and thus defer the hour, 
though all is ready, to refute the idea 
of the miserable end of the so-called in- 
fidels. I play the banjo with as much 
satisfaction as at any time In my life. 
I will take one ounce of laudanum and 
will use a bullet. I will go to the barn 
at daybreak.” 3 
The next notation is on the same 
sheet of paper as a footnote and would 
lead to the belief that Shively did go 
to the barn, and failing to end his life 
there had waited until darkness came, 
when he slipped to his deserted home 
and pencilled the following: 

Missed Three Times. 
“Eight p. m. Did go. Have consumed 
two ounces of laudanum and fired three 
shots at myself, but missed. I will 
end it all here, however.” 
This was evidently the last word 
written by Shively, who, sitting by the 
kitchen table, took good aim at himself, 
blowing off the top of his head. Some 
time during the day he had written a 
letter to the public. It réads: 
“Te the curious public: Really, my 
dear, it’s none of your business, but, to 
satisfy your apish curiosity, I will say 
I became imbued with twentieth cen- 
ury idiocy in finance and got in deeper 
than I should. Shively.”

On top of his admission that he is 
porsonally responsible for the charge of 
attempted bribery, Mz. Bryan names 
Themas F. Ryan and James J. Hill as 
the men directly responsible for the al- 
leged efforts to corrupt Southern dele 
gations. 

Makes Charge Against Railroads, 

“I am convinced that the Ryan and 
Hill interests representing the trusts 
and the railroads are back of the move- 
ment,” he declared to a delegation of 
Mississippians who confronted him in 
the parlors of the Hotel Edwards just 
before he delivered an address before 
the Legislature assembled in joint ses- 
sion in the Century Theater. 

“They do not hope to prevent instruct- 
ed delegations in the Mississippi Valley 
Biates,” he added, “but they are trying 
to get a personnel of delegates who will 
be unfriendly to my nomination.”’ 

Says His Authority Is Good. 

Mr. Bryan asserts that he has strong 
authority for making the statement that 
efforts are being made by bribery to 
procure delegations opposed to him. 
He refused to name the man or men, 
upon whose authority he declares he is 
depending, but he admitted that the 
basis of the information was an over- 
heard telephone conversation. 

*T have my information from a man 
who overheard a telephone conversation 
on the subject, and I have every reason 
to believe that he heard aright,” said 
Mr. Bryan. “At any rate, I wrote that 
paragraph myself, and I know what I 
am talking about.’’

RACE LOSSES 


Acid-Burned Slayer Stops Ball 
to.Tell Dancers of 
Tragedy. 








BOTH ARE PROMINENT 





Tips Cost Heavily, Police.Say, 
and Give This as Quar- 
rel Cause. 





LOS ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 29.—Rush 
ing into the ballroom of the Pepper Ho- 
tel and stopping the dance in progress 
by his loud and excited inquiries for a 
deputy sheriff, W. P. McComas, a 
wealthy mining engineer, declared he 
had killed Mrs. Charlotte L. Noyes, an 
attractive widow. 

The shooting occurred in the fashion- 
able West Lake district, and was the 
outcome, the police believe, of @ quar- 
rel between McComas and Mrs. Noyes, 
whom he had been paying attention, 
over the amount of their losses at the 
racetrack, Mrs. Noyes having played 
heavily on daily tips. 

McComas, in his first statements, de- 
clared that Mrs. Noyes had thrown acid 
on his face and there were serious burns 
to substantiate this, but the detectives 
say they have cause to believe that the 
man applied the acid himself. He also 
declared he had fired in the air when 
she advanced upon him. 

Two Bullet Wounds Found. 

The body of Mrs. Noyes was found 
on the. floor of the dining room. Two 
bullet wounds showed in her breast, 
and one of these, the surgeons later 
found, had pierced her heart. 

McComas said to the police: “I have 
known the woman for five years, and 
she has been bothering me, I could 
not stand it longer, and put an end to 
our friendship.

SUFFOCATION FEARED BY 


PASSENGERS WHEN TRAIN 
STOPS IN THE TUNNEL 


Air Pipe Breaks and Coaches Fill 
With Smoke and Gas Dur- 
ing Delay. 


Women and children were thrown into 
panic when an Illinois Central passen- 
ger train stopped with a series of jerks 
in the middle of the Terminal tunnel 
yesterday evening. They were in fear 
that another train would crash into 
theirs or that they would be suffocated 
by the smoke and gases which filled the 
coaches. 

The sudden stop was due to the break- 
ing of an air pipe under one of the 
coaches, which caused the brakes to set. 
The jarring and bumping which ensued 
while the train was coming to a stand- 
still caused the passengers to believe 
a car had jumped the track. 

As quickly as possible the trainmen 








released the air from all -the pipes. 
That released the brakes and enabied 
the train to proceed, but as the engi- 
neer had no further control over the 


brakes he had to move slowly and cav- 


tiously. 

Although the train was at a stand- 
siill only ten minutes, It seemed to the 
imoprisoned passengers an hour. While 
it was crawling slowly toward the 
“ark avenue exit the smoke and gases 
grew dense. 

The train was from the south and 
was due in St. Louis at 4:15, but was 
over an hour late. It was 5:20 o'clock 
when the accident occurred.

FIRST HE TOLD POLICE 


Sees Three He Suspects at 
Place He Was Told 
to Be.

Nicholas Pappas, a young Greek, who 
has received one threatening letter of 
the Black Hand variety, has been in- 
formed that he may expect another 
warning, and that the next time it will 
mean business. 


Pappas arrived in this country May 
14, 19%. -_He speaks good English and is 
in the real estate business. He lives at 
31238 St. Vincent avenue. Feb. 15 he re- 
ceived his first notification that he was 
te be the victim of blackmail He was 
known to have brought some money 
with him from Greece, and by his busi- 
mess acumen and frugality to have ac- 
cumulated more. 

The first letter he received sini 
signed, but read as follows: 

“f know you love your life, and if you 
want to save it yeu will come to Second 
and Flerida street Saturday night with 
$500. Don’t notify the police for your 
own benefit.” 


Investigates Privately. 
Pappas was frightened and went to 


United States Immigration Agent Dunn 
im the Chemical Building with the let- 
ter. Mr. Dunn advised him to go to thé 
police, which he did, but later decided 
to keep away from the police and work 
it eut himself. 

The next Saturday night he went to 
the place mentioned in the letter with 
‘im Chiflas, a Greek interpreter in the 
Immigration Office. They waited al- 
mest two hours, during which three 
men walked past them and scrutinized 
them closely. Not knowing whether 
they were the men who intended black- 
mailing him, Pappas said, they said 
nothing to them. 

Since then Pappas has” been notffied 
in roundabout ways that the letter he 
received would be fo'lowed up by others 
and that he must pay. He says he is 
not afraid, but will be on his guard. 

National Feud Suspected. 

Pappas is of the opinion that the tet- 
ters and the threats have come from 
the Bulgarian colony here. Many of the 
Bulgarians can write Greek, and there 
is a long standing amimosity between 
the two races on account of the cen- 
flict between the Greeks and Bulgarians 
for the possession of Macedonia, | 
which the Bulgarians are the aggressors. 
Pappas believes that the letter and the 
subsequent threat originated in the Bul- 
garian ‘quarter, and is only a part of 
the warfare between the two races in 

. Louis and Granite City.

The Rev. T. M. Rice Sentenced 
to Penitentiary in Kagsas 
for Bigamy. 





COLUMBUS, Kan., Feb. 23.—The Rev. 
T. M. Rice of the Baptist Church, who 
was arrested here two weeks ago on @ 
charge of bigamy, pleaded guilty in the 
District Court here this morning and 
was sentenced to not less than one 
year in the Penitentiary.

When the first wife learned that he 
was living here with the second wife 
Rice sent her letters purporting to be 
written from North Dakota, designed 
to make her believe that he had left 
her, but she suspected a trick. She 
came here and had him arrested Feb. 
15. 

Rice then showed his attorney a cer- 
tified copy of a divorce decree with a 
seal purporting to be from the Circuit 
Court at St. Louis. It is said that this 
was a forgery, and it was not offered 
in court. 

When Rice found that he had ne de- 
fense he tried to get a compromise 
with his first wife, premising that he 
would support her two children if she 
would drop the case, let him alone, get 
a divorcee and allow him to centinue 
living with his second wife. 

When she refused to do this he en- 
tered a plea of guilty and threw himself 
upon the mercy of the court.

In Strange, Formal Document 
She Retracts Ill Wishes Ex- 
pressed 32. Years Ago. 





PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 29.—A strange 
legal document by which an aged 


woman lifts a curse she pronounced 22 
years ago, has come to light im this 
city. 

In 1876, Dennis Comey, a laborer, aged 
28 years, who was out of work, quit his 
boarding house, owing the boarding mis- 
tress, Mrs. Mary Costello, $90. Mra. Cos- 
tello, who was then 62 years old, fel} 
upon her knees and called down the 
curse of heaven upon him and his. 

Bill Not Forgotten. 

Nothing more was thought of the 
curses, but neither Mrs. Costello nor 
Comey forgot the board bill. Some time 
ago Comey fell heir to some money, 
and Mrs. Costello, who now lives in 
Atlantic City, attempted to collect her 
bill threugh atterneys. Comey in- 
formed the lawyers that he remembered 
the bill, but would not pay it until 
Mrs. Costello removed the curses. 

As he was not satisfied with a verbal 
retraction, but wanted legal evidence, 
Mrs. Costello’s representatives for a 
time were in a quandary. 

Retraction Is Made. 

Finally, they agreed upon the follow- 
ing retraction and had it signed by 
Mrs. Costello and attested by wit- 
nesses: 

“Know all men by these presents: 
That I, Mary Costello, do hereby revoke, 
recall and retract to the utmost of my 
power the curse which Dennis Comey 
claims I put upon him in 1876, calling 
down upon him and his, as he claims. 
ill-luck, disease and disaster through 
life and eternally, Mving and dead, at 
all times from the present to the end 
of the worid, even unto the tenth gen- 
eration, and do hereby declare that I 
hold for him nothing but sentiments of 
good will and respect,”’ 

Account Is Settled. 

Comey went to Atlantic City and also 
got a verbal expression of good wishes. 
He wanted Mrs. Costello to get on her 
knees, but as she was 94 years of age, 
her friends objected. Comey paid the

PARIS, Feb. 29.—The marriage in In- 
dia of the rich and’ powerful Maharajah 
of Kapurthala and Anita Delgado re- 
veals a remarkable romance. The 
young woman, who is now a Sultana, 
was born: tn Malaga, Spain, in poverty. 
Her parents made the scantiest kind of 
a living by keeping a chestnut stall in 
the streets. 

While they were still little tots, Anita 
and her sister, Victoria, learned to 
dance to the music of barrel organs of 
strolling players. When Anita was 12 
years old her family moved to Madrid. 
One night tn a third-classa restaurant the 
sisters danced on a table with such 
grace and dash that the proprietor en- 
gaged them. Soon they made the res- 
taurant famous. They. had many ad- 
mirers and better engagements followed. 

The Maharajah went to Madrid to at- 
tend the marriage of King Alfonso, and 
in sight-seeing trips about the city saw 
the dancers and fell in love with Anita. 
He showered presents upon her and of- 
fered to take the dancing girl to India. 

Father Receives $30,000. 

He went to Anita’s father to make 
arrangements for the betrothal. Not 
understanding the position of a Sultana, 
the father of the girl became furious 
and threatened to kill the Maharajah 
unless he promised to marry Anita. This 
arranged, Papa Delgado received $30,000. 
Anita was brought to Paris for her edu- 
cation, and then taken to India, where 
the marriage ceremony has just been 
performed with Oriental pomp. 

The news of the Maharajah’s mar- 
riage to a mere Spanish dancer comes 
as something of a shock. He had been 
patronized by the handsomest, the most 
fashionable and supposedly the most 
fascinating women of French, English 
and American society, who believed they 
had raised the Indian potentate’s con- 
ception of what a Caucasian woman 
should be, to a high level.

Will Sell or Destroy It. 

The inventor says that he will sell 
the secret of his gun to any Govern- 
ment that will pay an adequate price 
for it, but if satisfactory arrangements 
to that end be not made, he will pre- 
serve the secret and not reveal it even 
in his will. When he is satisfied that 
he cannot make the terms he de- 
sires, he will destroy the gun. 

No application has been made to pat- 
ent the deadly machine, and none will 
be, for Mr. Bangerter says that he has 
had experience in that line, and he as- 
serts that he does not propose to have 
any more of his ideas stolen. He says 
that if he don’t make his fortune out of 
his gun, nobody else shall. | 

The attention of President Roosevelt 
having been called +o the Bangerter 
gun, @ correspondence hag been opened 
between the War Department and the 
inventor, with a view to having a dem- 
onstration made in the presence of rep- 
resentatives of the Government. which 
may lead to further negotiations, -The 
French Government has also written to 
Mr. Bangerter requesting information 
regarding the gun. 


Hopes for $5,000,000 Reward. 


When asked how much money he ex- 
pects for his secret, Mr. Bangerter re- 
plied that he thought about $5,000,000 
would be a reasonable sum for a gov- 
ernment to pay fcr what he had ‘to 
offer. 

The working model used by Mr. 
Bangerter for purposes of demonstra- 
tion carries a round ball 9-32 of an inch 
in diameter. Placed at a distance of 
100 feet from the weapon is a target of 
eight thicknesses of heavy paper—not 
pasted together, but hanging so that the 
sheets touch each other. Six inches 
from the paper is a backstop made of 
pine boards. One object of the paper is 
to prevent bullets from rebounding af- 
iter striking the boards, and possibly in- 
juring_a speetator. 

The projectiles used in demonstrations 
are solid steel, and, therefore, are s0 
much lighter than lead that they do 
not bury themselves in the wooden 
target after having gone through the 
paper screen. They enter the backstop 
to a depth equal to about one-third of 
their diameter, and, rebounding as far 
as permitted by the paper screen, fall 
to the floor where they can be gathered 
for use egain. This is simply a matter 
of economy, as it would cost something 
to supply thousands ‘of new bullets 
every time the gun was tried. The 
proposition is to use leaden balls incas- 
ed in steel when ft is intended to de- 
stroy life. Such bullets will travel with 
50: per cent. more velocity than solid 
steel balls, and the penetrating power 
of the leaden projectiles is proportion- 
ately greater.

I recently stood within three 
feet of the gun while it was in opera- 
tion, and as the thousands of steel pe!- 
lets, which I saw the inventor dump into 
the hopper, sped with incredible rapidity 
from the gun to target, I could hear no 
report,. no hissing, or other sound, save 
a whirring caused by the mechanism 
that produced the mysterious force, and 
the spatter. of the steel missiles on the 
boards of the backstop. 

I sniffed the air, but could detect no 
odor. Not the slightest sign of smoke 
or mist was visible throughout the dem- 
onstration. On the floér at the foot of 
the target a hatful of bullets corresond. 
ing to the quantity I had seen fed to the 
gun, minus the few scores that had re- 
bounded in spite of the paper screen 
and which I had seen rolling along the 
floor after I had heard them strike as 
they fell.

Before the gun was set going, I had 
looked at the target, peering back of 
the paper and in the rear of the boards.

Even. now officers and men on the 
vessels according to letters received 
from them, are getting in trim for the 
practice. They are training as football 
players: and 6arsmen train for a big 
athletic contest. To the winners will 
go honors, - letters of commendation 
from the Secretary of the Navy, cash 
prizes and increases in pay. 

Participating in the practice will be 
the battleships Connecticut, Louisiana, 
Kansas, Vermont, Minnesota, Virginia, 
Georgia, Rhode Island, New Jersey, 
Nebraska, Missouri, Ohio, Maine, Ken- 
tucky, Kearsarge, Alabama and Illinois. 

Since battle practice is held only in 
the autumn the firing by the fleet next 
month will not be in broadsides. Its 
work will be in individual gunnery and 
in pointing. The results will show which 
men and which gun crews are the best. 
It will be a series of victories for men, 
rather than ships, but each ship gets the 
glory of its own men’s successes. 

As soon as the fleet reaches Magdalena 
Bay and has stripped for action six 
target ranges will be laid out in a long 
line and thus six ships can practice at 
once. Twenty-four canvas targets in 
groups of four, each target about 10 
by 21 feet in area, .will be erected on 
rafts and ranged in a long line several 
thousand yards apart. 

Each group of four will be the apex 
of an isosceles triangle, the base of 
which will be the line along which the 
ships will steam 1600 yards from the 
targets in firing. At each end of the 
line a buoy will be set to mark the 
course. 

une ship will fire at each group of 
targets and the rear of the guns will 
be heard from six ships at once sailing 
in a long line along the bases of the 
Bix isosceles triangles.

In the meantime a launch scurries to 
the targets and puts new canvases on 
those that have been pierced. Then the 
ship sails down her course again for 
four more shots with other guns. This 
is repeated until every gun's crew has 
had its shot, when the vessel's practice 
is ended and another takes its turn. 

Aiming the guns is now a matter of 
science. It is done by telescopes, and 
there are two pointers to each gun. The 
telescopic attachment has two fine wires 
across its lense, at right angles to one 
another. One is to find the pedpendicu- 
lar range and the other the horizontal 
range. One gun pointer devotes himseif 
to each and when the target is at the 
point of intersection of the wires in the 
telescope, it is In range for a shot.

Mr. Lee is very proud of his pyra- 
mid. He. loves to talx about it and 
to explain what it will look like when 
completed. He also delights in laud- 
ing the head of the Standard Oil Co. 
and in telling why he considers Rock- 
eieller the greatest philanthropist that 
ever lived. > 

Of the monument, he says: “I had 
a definite purpose in using rough, up- 
hewn stone as ihe building material. 
I desire that this shall be a rustic 
monument, its dignity and attraction 
being its magnitude and grandeur of 
size, rather than splendor or polish.

In him is illustrated most striking- 
lv the ancient enigma of just where 
madness leaves off and genius be- 
vins, and whether after all the two 
be not alin. Lembroso, the great 
{talian criminologist and alienist, has 
written a book to prove that the_two 
are all but identical. The life of Henry 
Schuelle of Alton stands as a liv- 
ing testimonial to the truth of the 
Lombrosian theory.

The 
gas issuing from the small opening 
turned with a hot, bue flame. {t was 
carbon monoxide gas, just what Prof. 
Rider had desired to make. For two 
hours or more.the small flame kept 
burning, being fed with gas generated 
from the small amount of limestone 
in, the retort. At last it went out 
suddenly. 

When the retort cooled, it was ex- 
amified. To his dismay Prof. Rfder 
discovered the iron utensil had melt- 
ea under the action of the chemical 
processes incident to the applied heat 
outside and the gas generated within. 

Next time he tried a wrought iron 
retort, of the toughest iron obtain- 
able. The result was the same. The 
iron was unable to withstand ‘the in- 
tense chemical action. 

“I have made gers from limestone, 
hut what does the discovery amount 
to?” said the professor sadly. “It 
ls of no practical use, for the process 
Cestroys the apparatus by which the 
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gas is made. I am afraid that the 
whole thing will be lost on that ac- 
count.” 

Then an ftnspiration came to him. 
“| will try a retort made of fire 
clay,” he said to himself. 

Such a retort was made. filled with 
charcoal and limes‘one and heat ap- 
plied.’ The gas was generated as it 
had been in the iron retorts, and. be- 
held! the retort itself was uninjured 
The professor was victorious at last. 
A model was made and patents ap- 
plied for in every civilized country. 

The retort devised by the inventor 
is made entirely of fire clay. It has a 
feeding apparatus on one side, so 
that just the right amount of material 
is placed into the retort each time. On 
‘he other side are doors for the ab- 
straction of the burned lime. The 
retorts are inclined, sloping toward 
the doors through which the burnt 
lume i¢ removed. And it is this lime 
that helps to make the discovery of 
such tremendous importance com- 
mercially. 

“It takes about three hours to make 
the g88, says the professor. “Ten 
tone of limestone mixed with 1800 
younds of charcoal or other organic 
substance will produce 159,000 to 160,- 
(00 cubic feet of gas, the furnace con- 
suming one ton of soft coal or its 


® 


equivalent in gas for heating during 
the distillation process. The gas thus 
zenerated, used in an engine ope- 
rating a dynamo, will generate ap- 
proximately 4000 kilowats of elec- 
tricity, for which the average con- 
sumer now pays 12 cents a kilowatt, 
cr a total of $480 for electricity equal 
to the amount generated from 10 tons 
of limestone. 

“Now, at the same time there is 
produced more than five and a half 
tons of pure burnt lime, of a finer 
quality than that for which the city 
of St. Louis now pays $4.65 a ton, or 
$25.57 for the amount which is the 
by-product of my 10 tons of lime- 
stone. 

“The raw material for this gas and 
lime making may be any mineral car- 


pouate, such as limestone, dolomite, 
malachite, azurite or the like. The 
organic carbon used may be charcoal, 
stiaw, cornstalks, dry weeds, leaves, 
bark, sawdust, wood, oil waste, etc. 
lhe proportion of mineral and or- 
ganic carbonates is about 90 per cent 
of the former and 10 per cent of the 
latter.” 

Prof. Rider’s patents read that he 
has the exclusive right to manufac- 
ture his fire clay retorts and to make 
gas by his mineral and organic car- 
ben method. He expects to lease his 
rights in every civilized country in 
the world. His royality is between 
cone and two cents on every thousand 
fvet of gas generated and his lessees 
ere required to install at least sixty 
new retorts every year, or forfeit the 
rights they have under the contract 
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With the inventor. 

“A patent on a chemical reaction 
applied to industry is one of the 
strongest patents anybody can have, 
says Prof. Rider, “for it is impossti- 
ble to imitate it without infringing 
on the patent. There is only the one 
reaction.” 

To make Prof. Rider’s gas an il- 
iuminant for use in the ordinary gas 
jot it is necessary only to add a small 
amount of ethylene, which causes it 
te burn with a brilliant yellow flame 
instead of the heat-giving, non-lil- 
luminating blue flame which the gas 
has in its purity. On an :ncan- 
descent mantel, however, the pure gas 
burns with a very brilliant light, 
biighter and clearer than the ordi- 
nary hydro-carbon coal gas. It is also 
sinokeless, the combustion being com- 
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pete, and a jet will not blacken the 
whitest ceiling above it, nor smoke 
the whitest dish when set in the 
fleme of a stove burning the Rider 
gas.

But Sakay and his Filipino outlaws 
Fave been taken by strategy and sen- 
tcnced by an’ American court. 

The man who succeeded in getting 
the bandits within the grasp of the 
euthorities was Capt. Harry H. Band- 
heltz, Chief of the Philippines con- 
stabulary; and the means by which he 
accomplished the end were both legal 
and peaceful. 

In the month of May, 1906, Capt. 
Bandholtz entered into negotiations 
with Dr. Dominader Gomez of Manila, 
a leader of the famous Philippine 
Junta, who had long been suspected 
of being in league with the outlaws, 
and who recently was retained in the 
Philippine Assembly by one _ vote. 
What pressure Capt. Bandholtz 
brought to bear upon Dr. Gomez, or 
what inducements he offered the wily 
traitor, will never be known. It will 
doubtless always remain an inside 
secret in army history. 

In any event, Capt. Bandholtz did 
induce Gomez to agree that he would 
within two months, secure the sur- 
render of some of the most wicked 
and desperate men ever at large in 
he Philippine Islands; and it was. 
perhaps, the only time in history tha: 
a United States Army officer has. in 
times of peace, been obliged to enter

into negotiations with a subject of the 
United States for the surrender of 
murderers and cutthroats.

The passing of Sakay means a new 
era in the peace of the tslands. This 
little, long-haired, insignificant. ef- 
feminate-looking villain has probably 
given the United States Army more 
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trouble than any enemy it has had to 
contend with since Chief Joseph of 
the Nez Perce Indians finally sur- 
reudered to Gen. Miles. Sakay was in- 
nocent of face, short of stature and 
slight of frame. He little seemed the 
bold guerilla. But no bandit in the 
isiands has had a greater hold upon 
his followers; under threats that he 
would destroy their haciendas, Sakay 
compelled dozens of wealthy. land- 
owneis in Cavite and Batangas prov- 
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be fleeing through the jungles before

tuined great reputation as a prophet 
by secretly obtaining forecasts of the 
weather. He informed his people be- 
forehand of the approach of t 
and floods and the religious fervor of 
his devotees increased to sywch an ex- 
vent that not only was he enabled 
t> live like a prince from:their con- 
tributions, but gained thousands of 
fanatical followers in the great states 
or provinces of Bulacan, Nueva Eci- 
ja, Pampanga, Tarlac and Pangasi- 
Pan. 

Salvador hid in the dense swamps 
of Pangasinan Province, and occa- 
sionally dwelt somewhere in_ the 
dense jungles of the great mountain 
known as Mount Arayat For sev- 
eral years he was unobtrusive, doing 
occasional murders and the burnings 
of settlements in a quiet way. But in 
1906 he became active in reviving his 
followers, who constitute the Santa 
Iglesia or Holy Church organization, 
to a state of religious frenzy. Under 
the lead of this warrior a vast band 
of ignorant and superstitious people 
eet forth on a pillaging expedition in 
the Province of Bulacan. After 
despoiling a number of native farms 
and murdering the occupants, a band 
of Salvador’s followers, on April 17, 
1906, just at evening, entered the city 
of Malalos from different points, and, 
rushing upon the barracks there, 
killed the guard and captured 14 guns. 
But finally Salvador, like Sakay, ne- 
sotiated for surrender. 

With the passing of the bandit 
chiefs American officials look for a 
period of peace. Never in their his- 
tory have the islands been so quiet 
is today. Lawlegsness is absolutely un- 
encouraged and rarely exists. Indeed, 
there are perhaps few parts of the 
world where crimes, save those of the 
pettiest class, are ag rare as in the 
Archipelago. But as long as the in- 
endiaries remained at large they con- 
stituted leaders to whom the lawless 
2d dissatisfied might resort, and the 
seeds of further disturbance were con- 
stantly sown. The effect of the sur- 
renders has been immediate, and has 
been marked by the large increase of 
the land under cultivation in the 
provinces in which the outlaws form- 
erly operated. The people no longer 
fear robbery and devastation while in 
pursuit of their employments, or the 
cerrying away of their wives and 
daughters by the outlaws. Aguinaldo 
says that, now the robbers are taken, 
he feels at last secure in carrying out 
his plans for the cultivation of his 
vast estates. At Imus, his home town 
in Cavite Province, he is cultivating 
2500 additional acres of land in a 
mountain valley once infested by out- 
le ws. 
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In the northern part of Madagascar 
is the most remarkable natural for- 
tress in the world.

Y UNFORTUNATE country has

ory of bazars and festivities and tab- 
leaux vivants! In those days I be- 
lieved, as some few of my relatives 
and friends still believe, that the 
British needed only ta. be enlightened 
az to real conditions and they would 
earnestly turn their brains and hearts 
toward the solving of our problem. 
What we sought then was intelli- 
gent colonial government, with our 
wise men in control of our finances, 
under British supervision. 

But that dream has vanished, for I 
have seen the tyranny and gross in- 
justice with which the holders~ of 
sinecures, the incompetent drawers of 
f-t salaries, rule us, crushed and 
starving. 

I have seen England draining our 
country of 35,000,000 pounds sterling 
annually, without any return, while 
imposing such unjust land taxes and 
salt taxes that her own more humane 


past, but never before British rule has, citizens protest. 


it endured wholesale -iniquities and 
oppression. We, in common with oth- 
cr peoples in ages of superstition, 
huve seen disease and disaster, but it 
remained for English “civilization” to 
bring us to our present condition of 
dying at the rate of 500,000 a month! 

Americans read of famines, and 
cannot conceive of conditions of “per- 
manent starvation.” This phrase was 
used by Sir William Hunter, literary 


_edvocate-general of British domina- 


tion, who in 1880 admitted that 40,- 
000,000 of our people existed in this 
unimaginable state. 

| myself am a high-class Parsee 
and, belonging to the race that gives 
education and freedom to its wom- 
en, have enjoyed the luxury and 
pleasures possible to the favored few. 

I used to number among my friends 
many of the English officials and 
their wives, and often have been en- 
tertained at the mansion-of the Gov- 
ernor, at Bombay. 

How strange now seems the mem- 
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‘}Mct dreaming of victory 


I have seen her brutal, ignorant sol- 
diers make it impossible for cultured 
Indian women to walk unmolested on 
the street; yet officers turn a deaf ear 
to complaints, claiming that they are 
unable to locate individual offenders. 

No woman can go about alone near 
the barracks or camps of English 
Christian soldiers. They follow each 
woman, insult her, and assume that 
she is there for their sakes. Their 
superior officers cannot be expected to 
protect women, seeing that there ex- 
ists a regulation in India that wher- 
ever there are camps of white sol- 
diers, women of the unfortunate class 
are to be provided for them. 

The average income in India is 3 
furthings.a day (11-2 cents), and 
these conditions. were created by for- 
eign dominion. In the meantime, not 
only does the Government take the 
money out of the country, but it 
spends only 1 per cent on public ed- 
ucation. This is how we are being 
civilized! 

All the rest of her revenues are ex- 
vended for the standing army and in 
maintaining. her aristocracy in lux- 
urious positions. There is absolutely 
no curb to her subsidizing power. No 
one can check her paternal zeal in 
providing for her own. 


Starving Native Fined. 


\ few months ago a poor man was 
fined 10 rupees ($3.20), his full 
nmonth’s salary, by a Bombay Magis- 
trate for scraping the salt from a 
Government salt pan, amounting to 
cue ounce. The tax on salt is 2000 per 
cent! That is, the starving native 
has to pay Great Britain 20 cents for 
the privilege of eating every 1 cent's 
worth of salt. As a result of the 


J dearth of salt among the poor, serious 


diseases run riot unceasingly. 

Another tax is 65 per cent on the 
net profits of farms. The _ rates 
charged for the use of water from the 
irrigation canals are practically pro- 
hibitive. 

The administration of law and jus- 
‘ice would be a satire even in the 
Dark Ages. I quote from a foreign 
newspaper: 

“The vindictiveness and barbarous 
cruelty of the treatment of Mr. Ath- 
wale, editor of Punjabee, and Mr. 
Jaswaut Rai, M, A., the proprietor, is 
urbelievable.”” They were put into 
filthy, vermin-infested garments and 
sentenced to hard iabor for uttering 
speech regarding conditions that in 
America would be regarded as a mild 
statistical statement. Free speech and 
f:eedom of the press are tabooed: It 
is decreed that 20 people constitute a 
“public meeting,” even if assembled 
by invitation in a private dwelling, 
ind these are under suveillance, lest 
they be “seditious.” 

We are rapidly realizing our condi- 
‘icn of slavery. It is unnatural that 
$00,000,000 souls should be governed 
autocratically by a mere 200,000. Be- 
fore we ever heard of England we 
wore enormously wealthy and deep! 
ultured. We had our princes and our 
scholars, our financiers and philos- 
ophers. 

We are not savages like some sub- 
ject peoples. We are enslaved be- 
cause we have practiced non-resist-

The English press and politicians 
condescend to stir up ancient feelings 
of strife between Mahommedans and 
Hindus, in order to prevent unity and 
concerted actien; -but patriotism. is 
becoming stronger even than religion. 
We are willing to die for swaraj—self- 
government. As fast as editors and 
orators are deported or imprisoned 
others step into their places, willing 
to pay the penalty of patriotism. We 
have a flag, which is to be. the em- 
blem of our republic. 

There is a large percentage of fl- 
literacy among our poor peasants, but 
a vast amount of intelligence end re- 
finement. Fancy men earning 11-2 
cents a day storing up in their mem- 
or. the great spiritual truths and his- 
torical facts of the Ramayana and 
tie Mahabarata! 

We appreciate modern education 
and methods, but we do not credit 
the Occident with everything. All 
c..untries are more enlightened and 
less superstitious than in past centu- 
ries. However, India was suffictently 
tulerant and broad 1300 years ago 
(when Europe was groveling in fanat- 
icism, bigotry and superstition) to 
welcome the Parsees, who were relig- 
inus refugees from Persia, the fore- 
rvnners of the Puritans. These are 
my ancestors, and, with the Mahom- 
medans and Hindus, comprise’ the 
present population of India. The Par- 
sees are culfured, but do not tend so 
much to religion and philosophy as 
the Hindus. We are monogamists 
and live intellectual and chaste lives, 
seldom ee with Hindus, 


with men, are college graduates, 
physicians, professors. We associate 
with English socially, but since I have 
favored the boycott and “India for 
Indians’’ my British friends have 
turned against me. —- 

I cannot, however, look with equa- 
rimity upon my once wealthy, glori- 
cus country suffering from misrule, 
plague and famine. Your William 
Jennings Bryan said after visiting In- 
dia: “While the Englishman has 
boasted of bringing peace to the liv- 
ing, he has led millions to the peace 
of the grave. While he has dwelt 
upen order he has impoverished the 
ccuntry by legalized pillage.” 


Increased Death Rate. 


The official figures show an in- 
creased death rate of 34 per cent in 
20 years, an increased taxation of 44 
per cent and increased land revenues 
of 56 per cent on previous averages. 

Besides taking all of otir wealth out 
of India, England spends $20,000,000 
in salaries for her own sons, 

Another delusion that | must dis- 
pel is that missionaries accomplish 
anything. I am not a religious fanat- 
ic. Il have little interest in creeds or 
sects.

In times of famine a few 
poor wretches profess Christianity in 
the hope of getting food, but »othing 
is done for the others, and little for 
them. No intelligent person becomes 
a Christian.

We are slaves, and we would be 
free. The English army is not to pro- 
tect us, but to hold us in subjection. 
The courts of law are not to adminis- 
ter justice to us, but to keep us from 
being unruly. The railroads are not 
fcr our benefit, but to transport the 
soldiers. : 

We are under police suveillance 
equal to that of Russia, which shows 
how insecure Great Britain is feeling. 

Several of my friends have been de- 
perted. Others are in prison. There 
is no free speech or freedom of the 
press. Our one concerted effort to 
protect our industries, by buying only 
Indian goods, the swadeshi, has 
brought down’ British fury. In two 
instances English constables have 
opened shops next door to swadeshi 
shops. A new vocation for those em- 
ploved to administer law and order’ 
We can imagine the pressure brought 
to bear upon that community if it at- 
tempts to buy from the Indian manu- 
facture shops. 

We pay for manufactures twice, for 


the raw material is sent to England 
for. manufacture and then returned, 
aud we pay the double freight. Great 
Britain is not a paicrcal government 
protecting our interesis, but it is in 
open competition with us, or rather,

Aiberately crushed out all of our in- 
‘dustries. We are an immense source 
of wealth for the arrogant little Iis- 
jane, and we provide sinecures for 
‘nandreds—thousands—of her sons.

>. That the British common soldiers 
are not taught or even encouraged to 
respect native women.

9. That the positions of trust and 
so'ary are almost universally filled 
vith Britishers, thus depriving thou-

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- Will They Suppress the Deadly Kiss? - 


HOULD kissing be forbidden by 
S law? 

“Could those poor, misguided 
girls, who assert that a kiss without 
a mustache is like an egg without 
silt, see with a microscope the 
swarms Of horrid, ugly, wriggling 
microbes which a mustache contains,”’ 
says a scientist, “they would insist on 
all men being clean shaven, and that 
both faces should be treated with a 
strong antiseptic solution before and 
after allowing themselves to be 
kissed, even if they did not abjare 
— altogether. 

A striking illustration of the dan- 
vers Of kissing a man with a mus- 
tache is furnished by the results of 
‘he following experiment, carried out 
a short time ago by an eminent 
“yench physician. This doctor en- 
listed the services of two men, one 
clean shaven and the other with a 
mustache, and took them to his lab- 
oratory, Where a young woman, who 
had been hired to be kissed, was 
waiting. With the aid of certain 


— 
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preparations the doctor made quite 
certain that no germs lingered on the 
lina of the lady, after which the clean- 
shaven young man applied his lips 
te hers in the customary manner. The 
cector then passed a sterilized brush 
over the young lady’s lips, dipped 
it into a test tube containing a sterile 
solution, and quickly sealed the top. 

“The girls lips and face having been 
sterilized for a second time, the man 
with the mustache was permitted to 
kiss her, the sterilized brush and test 
tube being again used as before. After 
four days tHe tubes were opened. The 
first, taken from the shaven man, 
was ‘speckled with dots, each of which 
was a colony of yeast germs, such as 
cause mold, but are practically harm- 
less. 

The second, from the man with the 
mustache, literally swarmed with ma- 
lignant microbes, long, thin, tubercle 
Ltacilli, diphtheria and putrefactive 
germs, not to mention minute bits of 
food and a hair from a spider's leg. 

“It does not follow, however, that 








absence of hair on the face means 
absence of disease-spreading mi- 
crobes. Dr. Nalpasse of the Medical 
Faculty of Paris and physician to the 
Persian Legation at Constantinople, 
makes out a strong case against the 
mother who kisses her baby. He 
charges the kiss with the responsi- 
bility for spreading not only tubercu- 
losis and diphtheria, but also scarlet 
fever, measles, mumps, scarlatina, 
whooping cough and typhoid fever, as 
well as many infectious lesions of the 
skin such as boils and carbuncles. 
‘Adults may escape the evil conse- 
quences of a kiss,’ he says. “They are 
strong and able to repel visease. Bui 
the delicate organism of an infant is 
helpless.’ He, therefore, suggests that 
if we cannot stop lovers from kissing, 
a law should be passed prohibiting 
the practice of kissing children as 
unsanitary. In the meantime, Nal- 
passe advises mothers not only to re- 
frain from kissing their babies, but to 
disinfect them whenever they have 
been out oe an _ ae ing. 





Health officers have lone waged war 
against kissing, and in many towns 
notices have been posted up in rail- 
way stations and other public places, 
advising that “temperance and mod- 
erations in respect to the said prac- 
tice be more generally observed.” 
Health Officer Somers of Atlantic City, 
however, says it ix useless posting 
such notice in cozy corners, on veran- 
das and in porches, for the youths 
and maidens of Atlantic City ure so 
bold that they would “kiss and kiss 
tili the cow came home, right under 
the eyes of the Mayor’s own anti- 
kissing proclamation.”

He was 
more or less expectant of Bradford—t here 
might have been a moment's speech between 
the two men, but no such cry a8 that which 
came from Dr. Hamelby’s throat. The cry was 
caused by some sudden apparition’ of appalling 
hor ror. 

“The man seen by Mrs. Hoskins in the hall- 
way—the murderer of Dr, Hamelby—turned his 
branded face recklessly toward her as he 
passed. No sane man, fleeing from the ‘scene 
of his murder of another man, would have done 
this thing. And he was laughing—Mrs. Hos- 
kins describes his appearance ®§ ‘awful,’ and 
so it was.

“He was greatly excited when encountered 
by the police officer. This might well have 
been the subsidence of an attack of homicidal 
mania during which murder had been done. 

“I hurried to find the shantyboat at the foot 
of Destrehan street. 

“It had disappeared. 

I tried, vainly at first, to learn something of

“Not until yesteraay uid | locate it, in a col- 
ony of shantyboat vatters’ in a slough on 
the east side of the Misstasippi. 

“But Jabez Platt was no longer on the boat. 

“His brother, Hiram, told me that he had 
hecome so violent after his return that he, 
Hiram, had found it necessary to have him 
committed to the City Insane Asylum. 

“I found Jabez Platt at the Asylum 
dav afternoon. 

“The left side of his face bore the red stain 
of erysipelas. The cloth of his coat was idenii- 
cal with. the fragment found in Dr. Hamelby's 
hand.
